(SS/CPP) called on Messrs. Leverich and Secknagel at the Department of 
State to discuss certain matters relating to Albania. 
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2. [___ ^provided a detailed summation of the recent 

030PUS/ VALUABLE meetings in London (21-23 October), after which 
Mr* Leverich expressed interest in whether the British were, in fact, 
supporting the Jhizren League as alleged on occasion by Italian and 
other sources. £ ’ explained that, because of the delicacy of 

our liaison witTT she Yugoslav I.S. and our reluctance to embark upon 
a discussion of Yugoslav matters with the British, this question had 
been treated cautiously; however, the British view of the Yugoslav 
position with respect to Albania in general and the Prizren League in 
particular coincided with the view enunciated by the Americans. The 
British stated that although they had hoped at the time of Tito's visit 
to London that the Yugoslavs would take a more reasonable attitude 
toward the Albania^ nothing had occurred in the past six months to 
substantiate that hope. The British agreed wholeheartedly that the 
present is no time to encourage ary contact between the NCFA and the 
Prizren League. 



3. ;ir. Leverich was interested in the specifics of our proposal 
to the British regarding the broadening of the Committee and, following 
I ‘ \ explanation, made reference to his conversation with Signor Sensi, 

'-'Txrst secretary of the Italian Embassy, concerning the Italian Foreign Office 
query regarding reduction of State Department (sic) subsidy to the NCFA 
(a copy of Mr. Leverich 's Memorandum of Conversation with Signor Sensi is 
attached). Mr, Leverich was advised that inasmuch as we had no present 
evidence of Italian subsidies to the NCFA Signor Sensi 1 s query might 



reasonably be regarded as an Italian effort to (a) ascertain the extent 
of current U.S. interest in the Committee, or (b) to enjoy the benefits 
of a collaborative U.S. -Italian effort in sponsoring the Committee.
